REMARKS. 

In  compliance  with  the  duty  prescribed  by  the  Act  of 
the  30th  January  1822,  it  is  with  pleasure  I have  to  state, 
that  all  monies  known  to  be  due  from  the  Clerks  of  the 
Judicial  Courts,  and  from  the  Sheriffs  of  the  several 
Counties,  have  been  promptly  and  punctually  pa/,  iO 
the  Treasury  of  this  State. 

I avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  to  solicit  the  * en- 
tion  of  the  Legislature,  to  the  subject  of  a public  stand- 
ard of  weights  and  measures.  By  a Law  of  this  State 
passed  the  5th  of  Feb.  1821,  it  was  made  the  duty  of  the 
Treasurer  thereof,  to  cause  to  be  had  and  preserved  as 
public  standards,  certain  weights  and  measures,  as  par- 
ticularly described  in  said  law,  w hich  weights  and  mea- 
sures how  ever,  were  not  procured  by  the  Treasurer,  for 
certain  reasons  at  the  time  made  known  to  the  Governor 
of  the  State  ; w ho  at  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature 
in  January  1822,  addressed  a message  to  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives  on  the  subject,  w ho  thereupon 
passed  a Resolve  authorising  the  said  Treasurer  to  omit 
or  delay  purchasing  a public  standard  of  weights  and 
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measures,  until  the  jaext  Legislature  in  1823.  At  the 
session  of  the  Legislature  in  1823,  a similar  Resolve  was 
passed  authorising  the  Treasurer  to  delay  the  purchase 
of  said  standards  until  the  next  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture in  1824.  At  the  session  of  the  Legislature  in  1824, 
the  subject  was  not  considered,  consequently  it  then 
become  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  procure  the  stand- 
ard of  weights  and  measures  aforesaid,  as  required  by 
the  Act  first  mentioned  ; which  duty  has  not  by  him, 
been  performed,  being  under  the  impression,  that  the 
same  reasons  existed,  and  continue  to  exist,  for  delay- 
ing the  purchase  of  the  same,  that  influenced  the  Legis- 
lature to  pass  the  Resolves  already  mentioned.  There- 
fore in  order  that  the  Treasurer  may  know  how  to  act 
in  this  case,  he  wishes  (if  it  be  the  will  of  the  Legislature 
that  he  should  continue  to  delay  the  purchase  of  said 
standards)  to  pass  a Resolve  to  that  effect,  that  he  may 
in  his  endeavors  to  fulfil  their  wishes,  have  a legal  sanc- 
tion for  so  doing. 

It  appears  by  the  Estimate  of  the  Public  Receipts  and 
Expenditures  for  the  year  1826,  No.  4,  that  there  will 
be  an  insufficiency  of  Funds  in  the  Treasury  to  meet 
all  the  claims  thereon  during  that  year,  by  a sum  of 
$6,110  85,  including  the  anticipated  appropriation  for 
defraying  the  expense  of  surveying  and  dividing  the 
public  lands,  which  sum  (no  doubt)  will  be  increased 
by  the  payment  of  some  demands  on  the  Treasury,  not 
known  or  contemplated  in  said  Estimate.  Therefore 
it  will  be  necessary  in  order  that  the  Treasury  may  be 
enabled  to  meet  the  demands  thereon,  that  a sum  of 

$ f should  be  provided  by  the  Legislature,  and 

paid  into  the  Treasury  in  aid  of  the  funds  thereof.  The 
sum  necessary  to  fill  the  aforesaid  blank,  can  be  better 
ascertained  at  nearly  the  close  of  the  session,  than  at 
this  time.  If  the  session  should  be  a short  one,  I think 
that  a temporary  loan  to  the  State  of  $6000,  to  be  paid 
from  the  tax  to  be  assessed  for  the  year  1 826,  which  tax 
if  it  should  be  $51,000,  might  enable  the  Treasury  to 
meet  the  demands  thereon  without  further  aid,  but 
otherwise,  the  provision  in  aid  thereof,  must  be  in  pro- 
portion to  the  increase  of  expenditure,  together  with  all 
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appropriations  by  the  Legislature  not  included  in  the 
Estimate  aforesaid.
